“This decline,” he added, “does 
not adequately measure the loss of 
transportation equipment in the 
hands of the public. We have more 
cars over two years old than we had 
at the close of 1929. But we have 
much fewer cars under two years 
of age than at the close of 1929.

Style appeal is not confined to 
cars alone this year, a chat at the 
Alemite division of Stewart-Warner 
revealed. Products of this company 
this year are put out with an eye 
to show. Even dealers, the sales- 
man intimated, now demand & 
modicum of modernity in their pur- 
chases.

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The Commercial V ehicle Market 


HILE commercial vehicle sales have not decreased in 

the past two years in the same proportion that 
passenger car sales did, there is considerable reason to 
believe that the delayed or replacement market for com- 
mercial units is larger proportionately than that for passen- 
This sounds a little anomalous, but it is true.

C. P. Fisken, manager of the commercial car division 
of Chevrolet, recently remarked on this phase of prospects 
for 1932. “The effect that the replacement market in the 


commercial car field should have in opening up new outlets 
is even more important than in the passenger car field this 
year,” said Mr. Fisken. 

“Because trucks represent a capital investment,’ 
continued, “and are paying a return to their owners only 
while in active service, they pile up mileage out of all 
proportion to passenger cars and many of those built in the 
boom years of 1928 and 1929 will have to be replaced | 
in 1932.” 

The average life of a motor car is estimated now to| 
be between six and seven years. We have seen no satisfactory | 
estimate of the longevity, so to speak, of a motor truck in 
the present era. Certainly it is very much below that of a 
passenger car, for the reasons outlined by Mr. Fisken. If we | 
took between three and four years as the average life of a 
commercial motor vehicle, we probably should not be far 
off the actual figure. 

In 1928 the total production of commercial cars was | 
588,983; in 1929 it was 826,817. During these two years a 
total of more than 1,400,000 commercial units were turned 
out by our factories. The total production in the commer- 
cial field during 1931 did not run above 500,000. While it is 
difficult to set an exact figure, it seems likely that 700,000 
commercial units will go out of business during 1932. The 
delayed market, if we accept these figures, is around 200,000 
units, in addition to the normal demand, which should not 
be under 500,000 units. In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that in the first eleven months of 1931 actual 
domestic sales of commercial motor vehicles were 300,653. 

The motor truck division of the industry has every 
reason to go into 1932 with an expectation of doing con- 
siderably more business than they did in 1931. 


Sales in 1931 


R L. POLK has given us the estimate of 1,892,600 
e passenger cars sold in the domestic market in 1931. 
This total compares with 2,625,979 passenger units sold in 
1930. The estimate is based on complete returns for eleven 
months and figures from nine states for the month of 
December. Even though thirty-nine states still remain to 
be heard from, the chances are that this figure will not be 
far off the final returns. 

By way of comparison, it is interesting to note the 
passenger car sales figures for the past few years. In 1929, 
the all-time record year, passenger units to the number of 
3,881,408 were placed in owners’ hands. In 1928 the figure 
was 3,134,280 passenger cars. In 1927 the record was 
2,601,907 and in 1926 the total sales were 3,146,701. 

What tale is 1932 going to tell? It seems reasonably 
certain that we shall beat the depleted record of 1931. R. H. 
Grant, the able vice-president of General Motors, has set 
2,000,000 passenger car sales as his estimate of 1932 
business. Presumably this is a minimum, but even so it is 
a gain of 100,000 units, which would at any rate indicate 
a trend in the right direction. 

It is very likely that commercial vehicle sales will show 
more of an uplift in 1932 than passenger cars will do. This 
would make total vehicle sales considerably better than those 
of 1931. The next three months will place us in a position 
to form a much better opinion than is possible at this time.

Bendix Aviation Seen Aiding 
Revival Expected for 1932 


Chicago, Jan. 13.—If the automo- 
bile industry stages a revival during 
1932—as is confidently predicted by 
most of the leaders in the indus- 
try—the Bendix Aviation Corpora- 
tion will be looked upon as contrib- 
uting materially to this revival. 

For months the research division 
of Bendix has been at work develop- 
ing new ideas designed to make the 
1932 automobile the outstanding 
value of all time. Among these de- 
velopments, which can be seen on 
many of the new models at the na- 
tional automobile show, are clutch 
control, Startix, an automatic car- 
buretor choke device and new model 
carburetors. 

If Bendix business is an index to 
what 1932 holds for the automobile 
industry, an extensive revival is im- 
minent. In thirty days more new 
contracts have been closed by Ben- 
dix than in any full year in the 
company’s history. Six new prod- 
ucts, with perhaps twenty more un- 
der cover, and the formation of two 
new subsidiaries represent the Ben- 
dix answer to the challenge of de- 
pression. 

The first of the new products to 
be announced was clutch control, 
placed on the market last August. 
This device operates by vacuum 
power from the intake manifold and 
automatically disengages the clutch 
when the foot is removed from the 
accelerator. 

Clutch .ontrol was quickly fol- 
lowed with the announcement that 
Bendix and Standard Oil Company 
(Indiana) had affiliated in forma- 
tion of the Lubrication Corporation. 
This subsidiary will manufacture 
special Jubrication fittings and grease 
guns for automobile and industrial 
use, while new formulas for greases 
have been worked out by Standard 
Oil chemists. It is said the new 
lubrication principle worked out by 
Bendix should revolutionize 


ing. 

The next new Bendix product to 
be announced was Startix, a device 
that automatically cranks an engine 
the moment the ignition is turned 
on and recranks the engine any 
time it might stall. 

A flexible metal tubing that will 
have a wide field of use in all classes 
of industry, but for the automobile 
in particular, was next placed on 
the market. This was soon followed 
with an automatic carburetor choke 
and new models of the Bendix 
Stromberg carburetor. 

Meanwhile the Bendix Products 
Sales Company has been formed to 
market all products going to retail 
outlets — particularly clutch control 
and Startix, both of which can be 
installed on practically all automo- 
plies. trucks and buses now in serv- 
ice.

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Stewart-Warner Power 
Brake Arouses Interest 


At New York Show 


New York, Jan. 13.—One of the 
interesting exhibits at the Palace 
this week is being made by the 
Stewart Warner organization at 
booths D69 to D74. The focal point 
of the exhibit is the new Stewart 
Warner power brake, which is being 
demonstrated for the benefit of 
show visitors. 

This is the braking system, de- 
scribed some time ago in Automo- 
tive Daily News, which utilizes the 
momentum of the car for braking 
purposes. 

In operation the brake works as 
follows: The brake pedal actuates 
@ pressure plate, which is forced 
against a friction disc rotating on 


an extension of the transmission 
main shaft. As the disc is retarded 
it sets in rotation a threaded actu- 
ator, causing the latter to move for- 
ward on the shoft, this in turn op- 
erating the brake linkage. A disc is 
carried on a splined sleeve, which is 
freely mounted on the main shaft. 
This sleeve, through its spline, 
Slidably engages the outer actuator, 
on the inside of which is a steeply 
pitched left-hand thread meshed 
with a similar thread on the outside 
of an intermediate actuator.

through suitable linkage is attached 
to the foot pedal. 

This action causes the pressure 
plate to be forced against the fric- 
tion disc, which rotates on an ex- 
tension of the transmission main 
shaft, and which at the same time 
is forced with equal pressure against 
a wearing surface on the stationary 
adaptor plate. 

The gradual retardation of the 
friction disc will rotate the splined 
sleeve, relative to the shaft, so that 
the intermediate actuator and the 
external actuator as a unit will wind 
forward on the fixed right-hand 
thread actuator and apply the out- 
put yoke through a thrust ball 
bearing mounted on the outside of 
the latter. 

The intermediate and external 
actuators will stay fixed against 
their stop shoulders by reason of 
the opposite direction of the inter- 
mediate actuator. At the same time 
they apply an axially directed force 
against the output yoke in propor- 
tion to pedal pressure.

A distributor lever is mounted on 


this out-put yoke shaft and is oper- 
ated through a set of buttress keys. 
This distributor lever is attached to 
the front.and rear brake cam shaft 
assemblies, The power unit assem- 
bly is completely inclosed and oper- 
ates in the same oil as used in the 
transmission. 

When the car moves backwards 
the left-hand thread on the outside 
of the intermediate actuator winds 
the outer actuator forward to apply 
the out-put yoke in the same way 
the out-put yoke is applied when the 
car moves forward. 

The revolving disc is made up of 
a pair of concave spring plates, the 


maximum deflection of which con-| 


trols the amount of modulation de- 
Sired at the pedal. For example, 
the plates used on a long-range 
pedal will have a greater amount of 
deflection than those used on a 
short-range pedal installation. With 
this disc, when the pressure plate is 
applied, the inner edge of the plate 
comes in contact first, and then 
only with a pressure equal to the 
spring of the very light discs. 

This construction is designed to 
delay the brakes from going on with 
their full amplification of the pedal 
pressure applied by the driver, until 
such time as the pedal is firmly de- 
pressed and the full surface of the 
plates come in contact.

policies of such an important factor 
both of relief and recovery.”

He pointed out that the automo- 
bile industry has been made an 
especial brunt of taxation by mu- 
nicipal, state and Federal govern- 
ments and predicted that if addi- 
tional taxes were saddled on it prog- 
ress would be severely hampered. 
There can be no general recovery of 
business, he said, without a recovery 
of the automobile industry, for this 
industry is the second largest in 
the world and at its peak employs, 
directly or indirectly, more than 
4,000,000 people. 

It will be harder to get business 
in 1932 because there has been too 
great a loss in bonds, wages, too 
many increases in taxes and too 
many people are in difficulty, Mr. 
Cord stated. 

Auburn’s program for 1932 was 
predicated on the possisility, Mr. 
Cord said, that there might be a 
fewer number of cars sold by the 
industry in 1932 than in 1931. To 
obtain greater volume even greater 
values are now being offered. 

He urged those present to take 
more interest in government, and 
stated that steps should be taken 
at once to oppose a luxury tax on 
automobiles, which will be proposed 
in the next ten days.

considerable improvement.

Corporation has been operating its 
local plant five days a week on & 
basis of about 60 per cent, normal 
in recent months, according to 
George H. Empsall, president. He 
looks for some improvement in Feb- 
ruary. Business in the last part 
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of the year has run behind that of 
the first part. 

Owing to general conditions, fewer 
orders for chain drives have been 
placed by manufacturers interested 
in improving their plant equipment 
and reduced sales of automobiles 
have necessarily affected that outlet. 

Baush Machine Tool Company has 
had a busy third-quarter in its ma- 
chine tool division, due to good orders 
for multiple drilling machines for 
large automotive concerns. While 
no definite statement is available 
on this point, it is believed that 
this division will make an improved 
showing fort hey ear 1931 over the 
preceding year. In the metal divi- 
sion the volume for last year is 
said to have been virtually on a par 
with 1930.

company has taken advantage of the 
lull in general busines conditions 
and has added several new products 
to the line and made improvements

Some of the new 
products, it is expected, will help 
maintain a more stabilized produc- 
tion, which should, in tarn, result 
in steadier employment. 

Chief among the developments in
